SUITS FOR DAMAGES AND THEIR DEFENSE. 


Some our members who have joined the 
last year not understand that the State 
Society has legal department the very best 
and that defends its members, without cost 
them, other than their regular dues and 
assessments, all such actions. Membership 
the State Society, because this one feature alone, 
now one the most valuable assets that 
practicing physician can have. suits which 
have defended, all them successfully, 
1913, would have cost the individual physicians 
sued great many thousands dollars—and they 
would not all them have been won. Our legal 
department well this work and our 
lawyers are such high standing that many 
cases where the member has also had insurance 
some company, has requested our attorneys 


take charge his case. rules 


this work, formulated the Council, are very 
simple and may not untimely remind our 
members them. 

First all, physician must all times 
member good standing his county medical

All memberships terminate 
December 31st, but all who were members

“SOCIAL FERMENT.”

The con- 
servative disturbed, perplexed and often pained 
the radical and iconoclastic temper the time. 
The radical inspired, stimulated and often in- 
toxicated the wonderful kaleidoscopic readjust- 
ments which ensue agitation the founda- 
tions. Between abide the mass people, partly 
thinking, partly dreaming, partly stolidly accept- 
ing the dictate the day. Superficially, the out- 
look offers opportunity for captious 
the tearing asunder the social fabric, dignity 
life, stability equilibrium and quality taste 
seem disregarded. the desire see the 
wheels round, the delicate mechanism threat- 
ened. the passion for ultimate knowledge, the

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WHERE DOES THE DOCTOR COME IN? 
the Editor the JouRNAL: 


Dear Sir: meeting the San Francisco 
County Medical Society, held Jan. 1914, the 
plans the Industrial Accident Board the State 
California, were unfolded the medical pro- 
fession. 


not purpose question the economics 
this movement, but one point not clear 
me. was stated that the cost this insurance 
falls the “ultimate consumer.” Every employer 
raises the price his commodity and the employees 
constituting the larger proportion the popula- 
tion pay the larger part the tax. Does really 
work out that way? Wages this state are 
higher than any community and the manufac- 
turers are pretty well handicapped now trying 
compete with other communities and countries. 
Can they raise the price their commodities? 

Again, add together the employees the rail- 
roads, street-car companies, telephone; gas and 
electric corporations, the sum would approximate 
not exceed one-half the employees the state. 
you believe for one instant that the various 
commissions appointed for the sole purpose 
reducing the rates these corporations will allow 
raise? However, are mainly interested the 
effect this measure the medical profession. 
listened the honeyed phrases what this 
board going for the medical profession, 
they sounded very familiar. coming the 
belief reincarnation. Methinks that thousands 
years ago previous incarnation heard 
those same phrases the banks the Euphrates. 
“Just compensation” forsooth! Just the compen- 
sation that the barnyard fowl the story re- 
ceived, just the same segment the vertebral 
column and with just the same carpenter’s imple- 
ment. You may recall the days the San Fran- 
cisco fire; laborers received three dollars day 
for eight hours’ work, six days week; the medical 
man received $100.00 month hours day and 
seven days week. Are the medical men em- 
ployed the Board paid piecework? Nay, 
nay, much month, matter how much they 
may obliged do. 

How about the insurance company? Have you 
heard? Ten per cent. the premium collected 
for which the doctor not alone attends the patient, 
furnishes medicines and dressings, but pays the 
hospital expenses well, should stay hos- 
pital required. What happens the man who 
still has faith his reguar medical attendant? 
and his doctor are watched State In- 
spector (let hope has some idea surgery) 
and the moment said inspector feels that can 
the job better, the patient carted, nolens 
volens, hospital. And what hospital? The 
state will contract with some institution take 
care its dependents. Will send them one 
the so-called contract hospitals? .Oh no, they 
are under the ban the medical societies. con- 
tract will made with the university hospitals 
and wondering what the labor organizations 
will say when they learn that their members have 
become clinical material. 


There is, moreover, far greater aspect this 
movement. Kindly file the following statement 
somewhere for future reference! When the state 
legislature meets January, 1917, the Accident 
Industrial Board, proud its success and moved 
the “progressive” spirit the times, will intro- 
duce bill extending its functions include all 
sickness. course there must maximum 
wage limit and will fixed where the income 
tax begins, $3000 year. And where will poor 
robin then? 

The only hope for the medical man who not 
the employ either the state insurance 
company; lost. facing the problem his 
confreres have faced Europe and his time for 
action now. But applies his county 
society, the one organized body which can 
appeal, what the answer? Contract practice 
not ethical. 

The time has come and the need urgent that 
every medical man must join his county society 
and see that immediate action taken for the 
protection himself and those dependent him. 


THE INDUSTRIAL COMPENSATION 
ACT. 


The state law which went into effect January 
and which provides for the care, treatment and 
compensation injured employe, touches our 
profession immediately and many essential ways, 
for obviously, injured person treated 
physician soon possible and thereafter 
attended doctor until well. Two quite 
interesting meetings were held, one December 
Oakland, the meeting the Alameda County 
Medical Association, and the other January, 
the San Francisco County Medical Society; the 
former was addressed Mr. Pillsbury, the 
commission, and the latter Mr. French, the 
commission, and Dr. Morton Gibbons who has 
been appointed the medical officer the head 
the insurance feature the act. 
points great interest were brought out these 
meetings. Under the law, the employer has the 
right call designate what physician shall treat 
the injured person; when the employer has insur- 
ance, this right transferred the insurance com- 
pany. The patient has nothing say about it. 
The commission has very wide powers adjust 
difficulties and differences that may arise and 
admitted, unofficially, that possibly 
stances the patient may permitted have some- 
thing say the matter his physician. The 
commission state that the vast majority accidents 
are trivial and that the employed and injured per- 
son not kept from his work for more than two 
weeks; for this reason compensation allowed 
for that period time and unlimited medical 
surgical attendance may provided. Arrange- 
ments have been made many, and are being 
made all the rest, the insurance companies, 
with hospitals and with physicians this acci- 
dent work special rates. Naturally, the amount 
these proposed rates question great in- 
terest all concerned. The commission states 
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that the amount paid physicians for their 
work should commensurate with the income 
the injured person; that the charge should what 
ordinarily would charged the doctor 
had pay the bill himself and not have paid 
the employer the insurance company; there 
seems good deal reason that contention. 
Many the companies—some sixteen more, 
believe—have formed schedule fees that seem 
very much too low except applied the 
very poorly paid, are consider the matter 
being measurable the amount wages 
salary paid the injured employe. Many physi- 
cians have been asked sign blank contract-form 
agreeing accept these fees and undertake 
the accident work for the company 
terms. The state insurance department has not 
taken this course action and has not asked the 
physicians whom has approached the subject 
sign any such contract; they intimate that the 
fees which their company (for the state has gone 
into the insurance business the same general 
lines any company and may referred 
such) will pay will be, most cases, higher than 
those indicated the other companies. would 
‘not seem wise, therefore, for any our members 
sign contracts the present time. not 
reasonable expect good surgeon set frac- 
tured arm leg for $12.50 and treat the pa- 
tient thereafter for $1.00 per. Furthermore, there 
nothing the law prevent the injured person 
from suing the doctor for alleged malpractice, 
chooses, though may not sue the employer. 
looks very much though good many such 
suits for damages against doctors would brought 
result this act, and the State Society de- 
fends its members these suits, would seem 
very wise consider whether the Society should 
accept for membership, least defend any suit 
against, physician who contracts this work 
these small fees. 


OTHER PROBLEMS BROUGHT UP. 


Furthermore, fair divert the practice that 
would naturally the family physician, some 
physician who has entered into these contracts? 
And what the position the doctor who 
called emergency and first treats the pa- 
tient? might serious not fatal keep 
injured person waiting without treatment until the 
services the particular physician some partic- 
ular insurance company could secured. The 
commission has unofficially stated that the reason- 
able bill physician for his emergency work 
will undoubtedly allowed. That good for the 
state insurance company, but can the other com- 
panies forced take similar line action 
dealing with the first-aid physician? powers 
the commission are large and believed that 
they can force the other companies so, but 
the point uncertain. How this act going 
influence the contract-practice evil, already too 
vicious one and growing? Will employers de- 
mand that their employes become members some 
one the hospital associations that furnish medical 
and surgical treatment (of its kind!) for one dollar 
month, and not the expense taking out 
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insurance? Will they demand that one seeking 
employment shall thoroughly examined his 
physical fitness before giving him job? Several 
large employers labor have already instructed 
their employes that they must examined and that 
one not absolutely sound physically can re- 
tained their employ. Many man not quite 
sound physically but well enough the work 
engaged upon, even though his unsoundness 
makes him little more likely the subject 
accidental injury, trifling otherwise. Just 
how this act going work out, course 
impossible say. Indeed there are many points 
upon which the commission itself doubt and 
which only the future can solve. There are some 
things, however, that can accept almost cer- 
tain: this form state indemnity and insurance 
has come one form another, and the 
best thing can try and mold better 
and not endeavor oppose it. would also seem 
pretty clear that will tend increase the 
contract-practice evil and essential for 
consider this its relation the State Society 
and membership therein. 


INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENT LAW. 
(Speech part Will French, Commis- 
sioner the Industrial Accident Commission, de- 
livered before the San Francisco County Medical 
Society Tuesday evening, January 1914.) 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: Mr. 
Pillsbury, chairman the Industrial Acci- 
dent Commission, is, unfortunately, the sick 
list this evening, and has requested keep 
the appointment discuss with the members 
the San Francisco County Medical Society the 
new compensation law which became effective 
the first day this month. 

The National Council for Industrial Safety esti- 
mates the number killed and injured the 
industries the United States each year 2,- 
035,000. Just think what this means! Every 
hour 232 workmen killed injured; every 
minutes workman killed; every seconds 
workman injured. stupendous figures are 
corroborated Doctor Frederick Hoffman, 
perhaps the leading statistician the country, and 
conservative indeed. 

one can depict what this waste human 
life and energy means, because man’s life can 
accurately measured terms dollars and 
cents, and the loss the Nation great that 
high time the best thought available was di- 
rected toward solution the loss. When 
believed careful students that nearly half 
these deaths and injuries prevented, the 
loss the ledger social efficiency even more 
striking than first glance the figures might 
indicate. 


BIRTH THE COMPENSATION MOVEMENT. 

few years ago group men and women 
investigated some the causes poverty our 
industrial centers. was found that industrial 
accidents and their consequences came third the 
list, preceded sickness and unemployment. 
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next logical thing was ascertain how 
other countries are combating this third cause. 
was found that nearly every country Europe 
has compensation law some sort, and that the 
same applies the Australasian lands beneath the 
Southern Cross. 

would take too long attempt describe 
these laws. Suffice say that Germany, 
usual social legislation, has led the way down 
through the years, and that the people 
ward passing laws and endeavoring stop the 
human waste live beneath the Stars and Stripes. 
But has not taken long arouse intelligent 
interest, and to-day nearly thirty states either have 
compensation laws are planning their adoption. 
The Federal Government considering two bills 
designed care for the dependents the killed, 
well for the maimed, the employ Uncle 
Sam. One these proposed laws will undoubt- 
edly soon engrossed the statute book, and 
that will mean advanced forward step and have 
tendency bring about much-desired condi- 
tion, namely, uniformity the legislation adopted 
the states. 


THE ONE WORD THAT TELLS THE DIFFERENCE. 


Frequently those who talk this sub- 
ject public are asked what the difference 
between liability and compensation. you know, 
liability laws preceded compensation. laws, and 
now the tendency depose liability and substi- 
tute therefor compensation. One word the Eng- 
lish language tells the story. That word “negli- 
gence.” Under the old system the injured worker 
had prove his employer responsible some way 
for the accident, either directly indirectly. This 
might accomplished directly because unsafe 
surroundings, the breaking machinery, 
other numerous ways there was possibility 
showing immediate connection. the 
same result might attained reason the 
carelessness fellow worker the abolishment 
law the employers’ defenses 
risk” “contributory negligence.” 


LIABILITY CONDEMNED. 


There isn’t man woman who has given the 
least thought the question before who doesn’t 
think that high time install compensation. 
Liability represents the crude way. devoid 
equity. Millions dollars are paid out the 
wrong men the form premiums for protec- 
tion against lawsuits. And there ought 
lawsuits. They are costly, represent delay, 
friction between employer and employee, and 
uncertainty outcome that handicaps both sides. 
There telling what jury will do. Many 
times heavy award has been given for minor 
injury, and small amount for major injury. 
acute has become the situation that unless 
lawyer able make arrangements with in- 
jured man, the latter will almost invariably accept 
trifle escape vexatious condition and pro- 
vide food for those his household. must not 
forgotten that the great majority industrial 
accidents impossible prove negligence, even 
though may exist, and absolutely claim then 


possible except upon the generosity the em- 
ployer. 
WHY COMPENSATION 


Because sane. Because the world experience 
points the way. Because the natural medium 
transferring the cost from the shoulders the 
widows and little children and the crippled 
the industry, which not only infinitely better 
able stand the strain, but which should because 
bone and muscle element production here- 
tofore not taken into account, excepting the 
very rare cases when success attended suit 
the courts under liability law. Another good 
reason that negligence abolished, and all acci- 
dents are considerered incidental 
unless employers are guilty wrongful acts the 
employees are injured reason intoxication 
wilful misconduct. And still another excellent rea- 
son that the millions paid employers for pro- 
tection the courts will not needed for that 
purpose and nearly all the money will find its 
way into the pockets that need most, and both 
sides will prefer this change. There are many 
other reasons that time will prevent their recital. 


THE ATTITUDE THE PEOPLE THE STATE. 


That there pronounced opinion Cali- 
fornia favor change from employers’ liabil- 
ity workmen’s compensation evidenced 
the vote October 10, 1911, 
amendments the State Constitution were sub- 
mitted the people. vote 147,567 for, 
65,255 against majority 82,312), this 
section was added Article XX: 

“The legislature may appropriate legislation 
create and enforce liability the part all 
employers compensate their employees for any 
injury incurred the said employees the 
course their employment irrespective the 
fault either party. The legislature may pro- 
vide for the settlement any disputes arising 
under the legislation contemplated this section, 
arbitration, industrial accident board, 
the courts, either, any all these 
agencies, anything this constitution the con- 
trary notwithstanding.”

COMPENSATION. 

The new way computing compensation, which 
will compulsory, excepting for agricultural pur- 
suits and household domestic service, based 
the nature the physical injury disfigurement, 
the occupation the employee and his age the 
time injury. This will give some men more 
money than other men, according the schedule 
based the three essentials referred to. addi- 
tion, there provision for pensions, reduced 
rate, for those who are permanently and seriously 
hurt and who are unable follow their vocations. 
order meet this extra cost, which affects 
very few men, the compensation payments will not 
begin until two weeks after disability. Rose- 
berry law provided for waiting period one 
week. believed the addition the extra 
week will pay fully for the pensions those who 
have been eliminated from the industrial field.

Hearings will held which both employers 
and employees will represented, conjunction 
with the safety experts the Industrial Accident 
Commission, and afterward there will 
rules, orders regulations requiring preventive 
measures that will reduce the number casualties 
the various occupations. Wisconsin employers 
and employees have found this new way very 
satisfactory. insures co-operation between all 
those interested and the Commission has authority 
binding law after the hearings have been 
held. Common sense and good judgment can 
both used advantage protecting machinery 
and making places employment safe.

indeed the State Compensation In- 
surance Fund. The only practicable way for 
employers protect themselves and add the cost 
the business carrying insurance. 
zing this, there are provided four methods: first, 
the State Compensation Insurance Fund; second, 
the regular insurance companies selling compen- 
sation coverage; third, mutual interinsurance 
companies; fourth, the employer carry the risk 
himself. These methods are optional. The object 
the State Compensation Insurance Fund 
sell coverage fair rate that will make sure that 
the injured men and women receive all that the 
law calls for, and will also have the advantage 
reasonable cost for employers. 

Insurance rates are based not only the hazard 
the industry but the way that plants are safe- 
guarded. The employer who. installs all the pro- 
tective devices possible, who places safety rails 
the head openings floors and who takes all 
the numerous other precautions that are not only 
advisable but necessary, will charged lower 
rate than will the man who careless these 
respects. This means that there will premium 
for the careful and humane employer, and the cost 
his installations for the protection his em- 
ployees will repaid the lower rates charged. 
The indifferent employer who neglectful will 
have pay higher price for his insurance. 
premiums are always based the hazard the 
industry, the prime object prevent all the 
deaths and all the injuries possible. object 
good for the nation, for the state, and cer- 
tainly should appeal every man and woman, 
regardless relations industry. 

STATISTICS. 

Statistics will carefully collected under the 
Boynton statute, that the public may secure all 
the information possible concerning the industrial- 
accident situation. Not only will the facts and 


gleaned prove general interest, but the 


rates are based the hazard each 
industry, which makes accuracy the Statistical 
Department especially important regards cost. 

California during 1912 there were reported 
more than 600 deaths industrial nature. 
1913 the number deaths was over 800. The 
statistics for each year convince the Industrial Ac- 
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cident Commission that fully 25,000 industrial ac- 
cidents take place during the twelve-month period. 
More than one-third these deaths and accidents 
are preventable, and each such death accident 
constitutes crime against society inflicts 
grievous wrongs individuals. 


APPEALS.

PLEA FOR THE IMMEDIATE OPERA- 
TION FRACTURES.* 

CHARLES LEVISON, D., San Francisco. 

That the open treatment fractures now 
accepted procedure longer disputed, and 
being rapidly adopted those surgeons who were 
formerly most violent their opposition. One 
point the controversy whether fractures 
should operated immediately whether opera- 
tion should delayed, still unsettled, and 
the this paper. 

Before entering upon the discussion the 
operation, must emphasized that immediate 
operation should under circumstances ever 
attempted anyone whose technic not abso- 
lutely perfect, for the remarks that follow here 
are only intended for those operators 
gical technic above reproach. 

The peritoneum account its liberal lym- 
phatic anastomosis, known the most 
tolerant structure infection the body, and 
experience with this tissue guide the 
method that must followed immediate opera- 
tion for fractures, for here the parts are very 
vulnerable and prone infection. Recent hemor- 
rhage with traumatized tissue offers good pabu- 
lum for the growth micro-organisms and 
obvious that recent fracture very liable 
infection, that remains point well taken 
the opponents operation who recognize the 
possibility infection. 

answer this opposition shown Mr. 
Lane’s experience, which can confirm, that with 
the strictest attention detail, infection can prac- 
avoided. Opponents immediate opera- 
tion maintain that days least, should 
allowed elapse for this time the lymphatics 
are plugged cofferdammed and the localized 
leukocystosis makes infection less liable. 

The following, opinion, great im- 
portance reference immediate operation. 
published two years ago expressed the 
belief that the displacement fractures not due 
the normal contraction muscle such has 
been generally maintained, but that the first de- 
formity due the trauma and that reposition 
the fragments immediately carried out, 
easy, the contraction the muscles playing but 
minor role. This observation confirmed the 
daily experience every surgeon having 
with fractures, where seen that the difficulty 
approximating the fragments increases direct 
proportion the time following the accident; 
other words, the longer the time that allowed 
elapse the more difficult approximation becomes; 
this difficulty due the fact that the contrac- 
tion not one normal muscular contraction, 
but that the result the coagulation the 
blood that has escaped into the tissues which pro- 
duces induration muscles and soft parts 
that makes manipulation the bone difficult. 

should mentioned discussing the indica- 


Read before the St. Francis Clinical Society, San

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tions for immediate operation fractures that 
only those fractures that have been produced 
indirect violence should operated. Fractures 
complicated with great traumatism 
should not operated immediately. 

Experience has shown that when fracture 
operated upon immediately after has taken place, 
the fragments are easily approximated 
above, and one has not had the experience 
surprising the ease with which this can done. 
consequence smaller incision made than 
the case when the operation performed later; 
result there little traumatism the tissues 
and less manipulation necessary, which diminishes 
the tendency infection. 


Treatment Compound Fractures: con- 
sensus opinion regarding this class fractures 
that there should operative interference, 
and that conservatism should observed. Even 
reduction not possible operation should 
performed later date, days being the aver- 
age time. belief that possible, the wound 
should allowed heal entirely; the fracture 
can then treated operation the usual way 
without any danger infection; this procedure 
has been advocated earlier paper? 
which discussed the treatment compound frac- 
tures the tibia. 

must emphasized that under circum- 
stances should compound fracture explored; 
the finger instrument should never 
duced into the wound, but this should given 
first aid dressing and not disturbed further; 
when this done astonishing how quickly 
these wounds compared with the infected 
wounds that are frequent when manipulation 
and exploration have been carried out. 


Indications for Operation: should under- 
stood that operation not advocated for every 
fracture, but only for those fractures which can- 
not treated the usual way. has been re- 
peatedly stated numerous writers that there are 
many fractures that can satisfactorily treated 
without operation, and there intent 
part enlarge the indications for operation. 
There are, however, certain class cases and 
these form large percentage the fractures 
which although ultimate successful result 
possible obtain without operation, nevertheless 
there are factors importance this connection 
that must considered, for example: 

Given laboring man with fracture the 
middle the femur: this form injury 
very good result possible obtain treated 
the conservative method but the period con- 
valescence will much longer than operation 
carried out. perfect approximation the ex- 
ception instead the rule, the convalescence 
delayed proportion the size the callous 
formed, which naturally dependent upon the ap- 
position the fragments. the other hand 
with operation, approximation with primary union 
and little callous formation obtained 
that besides the rapid convalescence, the freedom 
from apparatus that must constantly watched 
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when extension applied, very serious con- 
sideration that cannot ignored. Another ex- 
ample patient with fracture the upper 
third the femur with marked displacement 
usually the case; this requires constant attention 
for six weeks obtain anything like satisfactory 
approximation and overcome 
During all this time the patient probably con- 
fined his bed. 

Compare this with operation properly car- 
ried out where cast applied the end the 
first operation and which allowed remain for 
least three weeks; the first dressing done 
without any discomfort and subsequent dressings 
cause annoyance. experience has been that 
the patients are given intelligent idea 
the comparative merits the procedures, there 
will few patients who will not choose the 
operation. 


The Bardenheuer method treating fractures 
excellent one and when carried out the 
originator the results are beyond criticism, but 
there much difficulty and detail associated 
with the proper application the method that 
becomes impractical the majority institutions, 
well with most patients. impression 
that Bardenheuer has class patients deal 
with, who submit his treatment with much 
easier acquiescence than the case this country. 


Time Operation: this time the most 
the supporters the open operation delay for 
days before interfering account the 
danger infection; this time the muscles and 
tissues have contracted and have become fixed 
that the replacement the fragments becomes 
quite and approximation which would have 
been easy during the first hours has been con- 
verted into procedure where much greater 
amount manipulation and trauma becomes neces- 
sary. Callous formation commences after ten days 
which complicates the situation. 

Lane was one the first advocate immediate 
operation and have followed his practice and 
the opinion that operation when carried out 
under perfect technic practically free from the 
danger infection. This together with the ease 
with which approximation can produced and 
maintained compared with the operation per- 
formed later period offers the strongest argu- 
ment favor the procedure.

X-Ray: axiomatic that the diagnosis 
fracture should made means the X-ray. 
The routine examination not accompanied any 
manipulation the fragments. This point 
direct opposition the views many surgeons 
who advocate conservation, for they maintain that 
the diagnosis should made before the patient 
submitted the X-ray. essential that cor- 
rect diagnosis should made prior the opera- 
tion; any procedure that necessitates the handling 
the fragments must productive harm, 
this can only avoided the X-ray and 
well known that even the most skilled diagnosti- 
cians frequently find impossible make cor- 
rect diagnosis this chapter surgery, why waste 
unnecessary time the attempt? 

Hemostasis: not employed the 
majority fractures. The operation with the 
“Esmarch” may easily performed but the sec- 
ondary oozing due vasomotor paralysis permits 
the accumulation fluid much greater de- 
gree than the bandage not employed and 
drainage never used important limit any 
accumulation serum. one fracture, 
opinion, which the employment the 
tourniquet recommended, and that the spiral 
fracture the tibia. This fracture times 
difficult reduce that hemostasis thought 
advisable makes clear operative field and 
hence avoids the introducing the finger. The 
bandage should always applied before the skin 
disinfected for used after disinfection 
the skin, contamination becomes easy. Long-han- 
dled Oschner hemostats may applied during the 
operation; with their sharp bite the blood vessel 
generally occluded. are never used 
that there necessity introduce the hands 
into the wound for the purpose tying ligatures. 
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Skin Disinfection: the majority 
tures the patients are dirty and require consid- 
erable amount cleansing before anything surgical 
can done. possible the leg should shaved 
dry and should then scrubbed with solu- 
tion iodine with benzine 1000; tincture 
iodine should then applied the usual way. 
The benzine has the effect removing the dirt 
and grease from the skin and does not interfere 
with the subsequent disinfecting effect the 


iodine does soap and water, which should never 
used. 


Skin Protection: most important part 
the entire technic, opinion, the protection 
the field operation against contamination. 
First the limbs must covered with serilized 
towels which are fastened hooking them the 
skin means small vulsella; there danger 
infection whatever when these are used the 
sterilized skin and they fix the towels 
they never slip. 


important scratch the skin with sharp 
needle mark the situation and the length the 
contemplated incision. the towels have been 
attached the skin, the landmarks and the posi- 
tion the fragments have been obliterated, and 
handling the skin prohibited essential 
know where the incision made; this 
shown where the skin has been scratched very 
satisfactory way. 


Napkins must then attached vulsella close 
the skin scratch, that only small area 
skin visible each side the scratch, then 
the incision made over the scratch without 
touching the skin with the hand; this incision 
carried through the muscle; gauzes are then 
attached the fascia four-pronged right-angled 
vulsella such way that they not through 
the skin that this structure entirely excluded 
from the field operation. this way micro- 
organisms that may forced out the upper 
layers the skin during any manipulation are not 


thrown into the wound but are absorbed 
gauzes. 


believe that largely due this part 
the technic that are able obtain such perfect 
results, for well known that the majority 
our wound contaminations come from the skin. 

Incision: position and size the incision 
determined the skin scratch. 


Length Incision: might stated epi- 
grammatically that the shorter the time after the 
accident that the operation performed, the 
shorter will the incision. 


and Fixation Fragments: The 
following principles should observed 
proper approximation the bone fragments. 


The plates general use for recent fractures 
(with the exception vanadium steel) are much 
too thick. Proper approximation can only ac- 
complished mobilization and extension which 
permits the fragments come together. The 
plates are really intended act splints and 
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should not expected maintain approximation 
their great thickness and tensile strength. 


order obtain perfect approximation 
the fragments remain together without any dis- 
placement, then the plate applied. there 
tendency the part the bone displace- 
ment satisfactorily reduced, the plate not sub- 
jected any strain. These remarks apply only 


fractures where mobilization easy. 


With the patient the pelvic elevator 
and with perineal upright that causes counter- 
traction and extension the leg means 
mechanical traction that gives steady pull, plating 
the bone easy and hardly any the instru- 
ments advocated hold the bone position are 
necessary. The subsequent dressing 
spica easily applied the patient not resting 
the table that there can shifting 
the bone frequently the case the patient 
lying the table under extension, for the bone 
apt slip with the movements the patient 
during the time that the plaster bandage being 
applied. 

The subject plates and screws and the ap- 
paratus used the operation for bone fracture 
will not taken up. 


Drainage: This should never employed. 
Experience has shown that not necessary and 
there always danger infection the track 
the tube. With the bone position and firm 
well applied plaster bandage the pressure equal- 


ized that healing perfect without any accumu- 
lation serum. 


Closure: There necessity bring the 
muscles together suture the incision al- 
ways made the direction the muscle fibres 
which fall together when the wound closed. 


The periosteum need never sutured and even 
this attempted, experience has shown that 
frequently impossible suture this structure 
satisfactorily. 

With the incision made 
fascia even not sutured, shows tendency 
cause widening the scar that all that 
necessary close the skin with clips which 
obviate the necessity introducing the hand into 
the wound.

tainly expect good results. The treatments are 
given every 2nd 3rd day and may neces- 
sary cover longer period time; 
several months. Some the cases develop after 
the first few treatments, return the initial 
symptoms: high fever, vomiting and diarrhoea. 
these cases was found the results were very 
rapid and the child made quick recovery. 

case the legs are involved the treatment 
given the lumbar enlargement, the belt being 
fastened that the groove back the belt 
fits over the and ‘11th dorsal, the rings 
front the belt should the mammary 
lines. When the child suspended the belt acts 
fulcrum and get the extension the 
proper place. For the first minute the child 
allowed hang quietly, during which time there 
first natural resistance the muscles, fol- 
lowed quickly complete relaxation; soon 
this relaxation occurs the body swung for- 
ward and backward get the bend the 
12th dorsal, then slightly from side side, al- 
ways supporting the child with one hand the 
back the belt. This should done for two 
three minutes. 

treating cases where the arms are involved 
the extension the spine should the 6th 
cervical vertebrae. Have the patient lie back, 
place your fingers each side the spinous 
process the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 5th cervical 
vertebrae, making extension that will almost 
move the weight the body from the table for 
from one-half one minute; get more ex- 
tension, stand front the patient, place the 
tips your fingers the transverse processes 
the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 5th cervical, gently ex- 
tend the cervical region the patient 
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lifted from the floor, gently throwing the junc- 
tion the cervical and dorsal; this makes the 
extension the 6th cervical, which the largest 
part the cervical enlargement the cord. 
Swing the patient gently forward and backward, 
then from side side for one-half minute. 


The object the treatment obtain 
increased blood supply the involved areas, which 
naturally aids absorption and 
motor function. turn nourishes the cells, 
with resultant regeneration the nerve and 
growth the atrophied muscles. 


closing wish give few brief histories 
few the many cases saw last month. 


Julia Ur, age years, onset January 6th, 
1913. Right leg completely paralyzed with atrophy, 
including the hip muscles. Treatment began 
March 5th. The muscles the leg have been 
entirely restored and the gluteal muscle has filled 
out normal. 

Girl age onset Sept. 8th, 1912. 
Treated Cook County Hospital for two months 
without any improvement. Treatment commenced 
Nov. 15th, 1912. Some motion was noticed three 
weeks after. Could walk two months later and 
was pronounced cured three months. 

Boy age onset July 28th, 1912. 
Atrophy both arms and legs. Legs drawn 
flexion. Treatment commenced May 1913. 
Could walk well and use arms Aug. 1913. 

Catherine age 11, onset August, 1907. 
Extended foot. leg atrophied and foot tali- 
pesed. Treatment commenced Jan. 25th, 1913. 
After third treatment toes relaxed; after twelfth 
treatment general improvement. After sixteenth 
treatment could jump rope. pronounced 
cured April 12th with all motions normal. 

Virginia (my own child). Onset Sept. 
28th, all muscles right leg 
below the knee and quadriceps extensor above 
the knee. Treatment commenced Sept. 18th, 1913. 
Has now had about treatments and much im- 
provement noticed.

these cases have shown marked improvement 
during the month have been treating them.

SURGICAL COMPLICATIONS, TREAT- 
MENT AND PREVENTIONS.* 
THOMAS, D., Los Angeles. 


The life active practitioner surgery 
not, supposed some, one constant bliss 
and sunshine, for addition the enormous 
amount mental strain under while actually 
operating, because the gravity the cases 
undertakes, and the risks which 
mit both himself and patients, must con- 
stantly the outlook for the unexpected fol- 
low the way complications, many which, 
far, believe, are unavoidable. Rapid, uninter- 


Read before the Los Angeles County Medical Asso- 
ciation, October, 1913. 
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rupted recoveries are frequent after operations 
that fear sometimes forget the grave and 
serious conditions that may occur. 


will endeavor this brief paper outline 
some the more common unfortunate complica- 
tions which may occur and few means pre- 
vention. 


Admitting that every preliminary precaution has 
been taken advance the operative procedure, 
the way careful examination the physical 
conditions, the urine, feces and blood, etc., 
nevertheless any the following unforeseen com- 
plications may occur: 


Death from Anesthesia. 

Death from Acute 

Death from Pulmonary Embolism. 

Regional Death from Arterial Thrombosis. 

Death from Hyperthyroidism, from Un- 

recognized Graves’ Disease. 

Death from Hemorrhage from the Mucous 
Membrane the Alimentary Tract. 

With Without Suppuration, 
With Possible Death. 

With Without Suppuration. 

Acute Dilatation the Stomach. 

10. Gastritis. 

Pneumonia, Acute Hypostatic Congestion 
the Lungs. 

Non-Union Bones Soft Tissue. 

13. Cystitis and Pyelitis. 

14. Post-Operative Hernia. 

15. Delirium Tremens. 

16. Unrecognized -Lesions. 


During the past twenty years, the writer has 
had least one patient with each the above- 
named complications, and some them have been 
seen many times following some surgical procedure, 
which may may not have been severe, and 
will endeavor describe them briefly, with sug- 
gestions for their prevention and treatment. 


bony miner from chloroform, less than one drachm 
having been administered, open mask, and 
before the operation had been begun. had 
been protracted spree, was poor condition 
for the anesthetic, and was suffering from tubercu- 
lar osteitis. 


thereupon abandoned chloroform have 
since used gas and ether exclusively. have had 
ether administered patients large numbers, 
with severe heart lesions, and others who had 
chronic nephritis, without its producing any ap- 
parent increase the heart kidney trouble. 
Spinal analgesia has but limited field useful- 
ness and Crile’s combination analgesia may yet 
more generally adopted. 


Acute Nephritis. This has followed surgical 
procedures, regardless the anesthetic used, 
small percentage cases. Some have been severe 
with complete suppression, and have died; others 
less severe and have recovered. the opin- 
ion that nephritis can best avoided keeping 
the patient and operating room warm and free from 
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drafts; making the operation short 
sible; giving the least amount anesthetic that 
consistent with good work; doing little manipu- 
lating possible the intra-abdominal organs 
and providing ample drainage for infected cavities 
prevent absorption. 


Good team work the part the surgeon 
and his assistants also absolutely essential avoid 
the frequent occurrence this complication, and 
such work can not maintained in- 
frequent operator, constantly changing his as- 
sistants place operating. thoroughly trained 
anesthetist should part the team. 


Pulmonary Embolism. this 
complication has occurred several times; once 
the fourth day after vaginal hysterectomy; once 
the second day following compound fracture 
the ankle joint; once following perineal pros- 
tatectomy, and other deaths have occurred which 
was believed, but not proven, that this condi- 
tion existed. have suggestion for prevention. 


Arterial Thrombosis. caused complete 
obstruction both popliteal arteries once, 
lowing vaginal hysterectomy. Both legs became 
gangrenous from the knees down; the patient was 
too weak and anemic permit double amputa- 
tion, and died from exhaustion few days later. 
have suggestion for prevention this com- 
plication. 


Hyperthyroidism. has been observed 
few times, coming few hours after some 
superficial operation which there was 
bility unseen hemorrhage, and with other 
complication, death usually taking place the second 
third day. During recent years, since the 
diagnosis and treatment Graves’ disease have 
been more thoroughly understood, have had 
trouble from this source. 


Mucous Membrane Hemorrhage. 
ent vomiting blood, and melena, have claimed 
three patients from me, following simple abdominal 
operations. All them had been operated for 
fairly severe appendicitis. The treatment the 
appendix stumps was such that the hemorrhage 
could not possibly have come from that source. 
The hematomesis came two them but 
few hours after operation, and death about 
eight hours. 

The third one came the twenty-first day 
after the operation, and the post-mortem showed the 
blood have come from the entire mucous tract. 
Authorities differ the source alimentary 
hemorrhage, some claiming 
gastric intestinal ulcers, others that comes 
from simple oozing from the mucous membrane 
where ulcer exists. This was certainly the 
condition the one examined post-mortem. 
The free administration horse serum all per- 
sons suspected being bleeders, would probably 
prevent this complication. 


This condition has occurred 
small percentage laparotomies between the eighth 
and twentieth days, particularly simply appen- 
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dectomies with apparent wound infection, and 
the left femoral vein the one usually involved. 


The wound infection theory the cause 
this complication, and the fact that the left 
external iliac vein differs somewhat, anatomically, 
from the right its relation with the artery, 
probably the correct one. The early recognition 
the complication, with proper treatment ice 
bags, rest and elevation during the acute stages, 
will shorten its duration very greatly. have 
never seen this form phlebitis suppu- 
ration, have pulmonary embolism, but recovery 
often very painful and slow. 


This complication has followed 
number times. Those recognized early, and 
treated ice-packs and early puncture, and which 
have not gone suppuration, have recovered, 
while those beginning the end the first forty- 
eight hours after very septic operation, with 
suppuration, usually terminate fatally. 


There are four theories the cause this 
complication. One, that through the sympa- 
thetic system, because the well-known relation 
existing between the ovaries and the parotid glands. 
This is, however, scarcely tenable, since parotiditis 
occasional complication operations not in- 
volving the ovaries. that manifesta- 
tion general septic condition. This not al- 
ways true, however, since several cases observed 
me, the infection was regional and not general. 
Three, that infection through the ducts from 
the mouth. The mouth notoriously foul and in- 
fective following septic surgical operations and one 
can easily conceive ascending infection thus 
taking place. Proper care the teeth and mouth 
should especially enforced just before and after 
the operation. Four, that metastasis. This is, 
think, also feasible explanation. 


Acute Dilatation the Stomach. This usu- 
ally comes the first three days after abdomi- 
nal operation, and grave symptom, manifested 
frequent vomiting very large quantities, with 
evidence great shock and exhaustion, and ap- 
parently unavoidable. consists early 
stomach lavage, sitting posture, enemata relieve 


gas from the lower bowel, and heart stimulation. 


Cathartics are contraindicated for this condition, 
until after the dilatation symptoms have subsided. 


10. Acute Gastritis. This condition comes 
soon after operation, due probably swallowing 
saliva and mucous heavily laden with ether, and 
has been observed number cases, mani- 
fested severe acid vomiting small quantities, 
beginning from thirty-six forty-eight hours after 
operation, continuing for two three days without 
peritoneal inflammatory symptoms. 
consists stomach washing and the administra- 
tion small dose morphine and atropine 
hypodermatically, repeating five six hours 
necessary. last remedies are, believe, the 
ones which the greatest credit should given, 
morphine allaying the irritability the stomach 
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and the atropine lessening the amount secre- 
tions. 


11. Pneumonia Congestion. 
The latter condition has been observed quite fre- 
quently, especially old people who have been 
submitted severe surgical operations. They can 
best avoided the sitting posture and frequent 
position changing. The administration mor- 
phine and atropine preceding the operation which 
lessens the quantity ether necessary, and dries 
the secretions the mouth, thus preventing 
filling the lungs with mucous discharges, is, 
the writer’s opinion, good means preventing 
post-operative pneumonia. The stomach should 
also empty prevent vomiting and inhalation 
stomach contents. Drafts should avoided, 
and the chest, neck and arms well covered 
warm clothing for several days following the opera- 
tion. 


Septic pleurisy, perhaps metastasis has been 
observed two three times following operations 
for severe pelvic infection, once causing death. 


12. Non-union Bones. This usually due 
one more the following conditions: Non, 
imperfect coaptation fractured ends; im- 
proper immobilization; infection from without 
within; syphilis tuberculosis. 


Non-union Soft Parts. This 
due either inaccurate coaptation tissues, in- 
fection, disease the pancreas, excessive suture 
tension from hematoma, swelling, carelessness 
suture tying, intra-peritoneal distension, or, 
may occur persons greatly reduced long con- 
tinued illness. 

The writer has had three 
open, twelve days after closure. Immediate 
suture with through and through silk 
without anesthesia has been followed recovery 
all, but with one hernia. The writer believes 
that catgut closure alone the ordinary abdominal 
incision without fascia overlapping insufficient 
and should reinforced wormgut ten 
days. 


13. Cystitis. This usually due careless, 
rough unclean catheterization, but sometimes 
due ascending infection, from lack cleanliness 
the vulvar region. Pyelitis probably secondary 
cystitis ascension, but may hematogenous. 
The prevention cystitis consists the avoidance 
catheterization when possible, otherwise care- 
ful, clean catheterization, followed each time ir- 
rigation with saturated boric solution. When 
present, treat early injecting one drachm daily 
ten per cent. argyrol solution into the empty 
bladder. When due colon bacillus, Coli vaccine 
mixed strains should used. 


14. Post Operative Hernias. are due 
either infection, preventing primary union, im- 
proper coaptation and suture tissues, including 
improper suture incisions which cut across 
the muscle fibre instead along their course, 
long lateral incisions which destroy the nerve

supply, causing atrophy the muscles between the 
incision and median line. 


Excessive muscular action too early may cause 
hernia, even after good union. The writer has 
sympathy with the “very early out bed and 
work” advice some surgeons, and believe 
the most accurate coaptation abdominal fascia 
with figure eight wormgut stitch, without the use 

too many buried sutures. 


15. Delirium Tremens. This not uncom- 
mon complication following operations, even 
young persons who have been heavy drinkers. 
can probably best avoided keeping the pa- 
tient given amount liquor for the first 
week after operation. 


16. Unrecognized Lesions. Several deaths have 
occurred from alimentary tract stenosis, either 
malignant simple, when the operation was done 
entirely for the relief some other trouble. 
least three patients have died from pyloric duo- 
denal stenoses which were not suspected before, 
discovered the time the operation. 


Chronic narrowing any portion the tract 
below the stomach, not corrected, will increase 
and become more acute after abdominal opera- 
tion, because the general intestinal paresis, stag- 
nation, etc., which invariably follow. The remedy 
then reasonably liberal incisions, with careful 
examination all intra-peritoneal organs when- 
ever possible, with immediate resort any steps 
necessary remove additional lesions correct 
the deformities resulting therefrom. 


One objects presenting thus briefly the 
above sequela and complications surgery 
warn the surgeon against promises sure cures. 


The shock the relatives patient who dies 
suddenly from any the above complications 
always severe, and much worse they have been 
told that there was danger, and promise 
early recovery made. 


One America’s foremost surgeons said 
early career, that life was hardly worth 
living for surgeon until his reputation was such 
that people would permit him operate without 
first promising cure, making the statement 
that there was danger from the procedure. 

the writer’s custom invariably reply 
the question, there any danger this operation? 
that every operation attended with some danger, 
and endeavor forthwith impress upon them 
stating just about what the death rate is, has 
been his hands from the procedure advised. 

must admit that even operators the 
greatest experience, still have these unforeseen com- 
plications and deaths, and while, our time, 
will probably not able prevent all them, 
hope that some them will avoided, 
and that the meantime our friends the laity 
may become well informed regarding the un- 
foreseen complications surgery that reasonable 
toleration their part will make the work the 


operator somewhat easier.

DISLOCATION THE Hip AND Ex- 
TENSIVE SKELETAL TUBERCULOSIS, 
RADIOGRAM.* 

HARRY SHERMAN, D., San Francisco. 


C., aetat years 1897. Sent that 
date the late Doctor Henry Gibbons, Jr. The 
boy had congenital dislocation the right hip, 
with anterior location the femoral head. 
manipulative reduction was easily done, and proved 
stable. Eight months afterwards, when the 
boy was and about, found kyphos, evidence 
vertebral tuberculosis. was put Brad- 
ford frame for year, and then was gotten 
jacket. Four months later evidenced tuber- 
culosis the left hip, and went back the frame 
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three years after its appearance ruptured, emptied 
and finally healed. the beginning treat- 
ment for the congenital dislocation the healing 
the spinal abscess was fourteen years, and for 
the past two years has been well and gaining 
weight and strength. 

has very short trunk, because the badly 
deformed and extensively diseased spine, but 
walks well and not without grace. The hip which 
was dislocated shows—in this radiogram—a 
femoral neck and large femoral head broad 
and shallow acetabulum, but joint has 
wide range motion, and strong and useful 
joint. The hip which was the seat tubercu- 
losis shows—on the radiogram—that the femoral 
head has been destroyed and the femur high 
the ilium, but, again, this limb strong and use- 
ful and has ample range motion. The radio-

Right hip shows stable reduction congenital dislocation. Left hip shows healed hip joint tuberculosis with 
absorption of the femoral head and a competent limb. 


with traction the hip added. stayed 
eight months and then was again gotten and 
was permitted use his left leg. took advan- 
tage this fall and wrench the hip, and had 
put into spica-jacket plaster paris apparatus. 
this did badly and was put back the 
frame, with hip-joint traction for another year. 
Next was combination brace, New 
York Polyclinic type hip-joint traction_ brace 
and Taylor posterior lever spinal brace. This 
wore year, and when was taken off was 
free from symptoms active disease and remained 
for two years. Then recrudescence 
his spine and the spinal brace was put again, 
and was worn between two and three years, and 
during this time developed tuberculosis 
pisiform bone the carpus. This excised, and 
the place has remained healed. However, that 
same year had evidence pressure the 
cord, and spinal abscess appeared. aspirated 
this several times, but could not control it, and

CARCINOMA THE RECTUM REMOVED FOUR AND 
HALF YEARS AGO; PROSTATE 
RECENTLY REMOVED FROM THE SAME PATIENT. 
METHOD AFTER-TREATMENT ENUCLEA- 
TION THE PROSTATE. 


M., aetat fifty-nine, was sent 1908 
the rectum. The tumor was annular, 7-8 cm. from 
the external sphincter, not obstructive nor painful, 
but was ulcerated and was bleeding. operated 
the University California Hospital, doing first 
laparotomy for exploration, see metastases 
could found. there were none, and 
lymphatic gland which removed from the pelvis 
was normal, did left iliac colostomy Ward’s 
method, described Moynihan. This was 
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wholly satisfactory procedure; made good spur, 
and delivered all the feces the surface, none 
passing the spur. week later did Kraske, 
removing the tumor and some rectum, and for- 
tunately the carcinoma only affected about cm. 
the rectum longitudinally. closing, made 
end end suture the rectum, and also closed 
the incision over the sacrum. think this last 
was error, for the wound suppurated and was 
slow closing, but through most the time the 
man was active business. When the sacral wound 
was soundly healed, closed the colostomy, and 
the rectum and anus once resumed normal func- 
tion, and there has been interruption for the four 
and half years since the operation, and recur- 
rence the carcinoma, either locally metas- 
tasis. 

July 1913, after indefinite period pros- 
tatism, complete retention supervened. The pros- 
tate was found enlarged moderate degree, the 
right lobe being the larger. The gland was firm, 
not hard; was smooth, not nodular, and felt like 
enlarged organ. Catheterization was dif- 
ficult, because tortuous prostatic urethra; 
silver catheter, and would quite impossible for 
the patient himself. For this, and for the reason 
that believed his condition after operation 
would far better than could catheter 
life was instituted, did enucleaton the 
prostate. This was done St. Luke’s Hospital, 
July 24, 1913. did median perineal section; 
entered the prostatic capsule the apex the 
gland, and easily enucleated half the or- 
gan. There was enlarged median lobe. The 
bladder was washed out the operating table. 
did not pack the wound the perineum. 

That same day there was retention, due clots 
the prostatic urethra, and catheterization was 
necessary, and then the tying soft catheter 
the bladder. This was left three days and then 
slipped out, and was never replaced. irrigation 
the bladder was practised. further instru- 
mentation has been permitted. 

Some urine passed through the urethra the 
eighth day, and the fourteenth day the wound 
ceased drain the bladder, and all urine was 
voided naturally. The healing the wounds 
incision and enucleation should called normal 
healing, and since then function has been normal. 

The laboratory reported the enlargement due 
“fibromyoma the prostate.” 

There was sign malignancy. 


The point wish make is, that, except for 
the catheterization rendered necessary the re- 
tention because clots, there was instrumenta- 


tion, and there was bladder irrigation any 
time after the operation. 


Alexander used drain the membranous urethra 
with tube. Bryson uses large perineal tube, 
and packs addition, control hemorrhage. 
Horwitz tie catheter. Young uses 
packing control hemorrhage, and much con- 
tinuous bladder irrigation prevent clot forma- 
tion. packing removed eighteen hours after 
the operation, and the tubes for the bladder irri- 
gation 4-5 hours later. His perineal wound closes 
sometimes five days—frequently two weeks, 
and usually three weeks. Judd drains the 
bladder with tube, and notes that, after the 
removal the tube, the bladder becomes continent 
means the internal sphincter, even before 
the perineal wound 

seems that drainage these cases 
unnecessary, except the case post-operative 
retention, such have described. Under all cir- 
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cumstances should think tube drainage these 
cases like tube drainage tuberculous abscess 
definite invitation infection. feel very 
much the same about the passage sounds, which 
advised and practised some. unneces- 
sary and therefore deplorable invasion heal- 
ing wound, leading disturbance parts and 
easily infection. Healing occurs normally 
these cases, the parts are let alone, and with 
proper perineal wound and urine carrying uro- 
tropin, drainage and irrigation are automatic. This 
additional witness the wisdom the late 
George Chismore, who protested against irrigation 
the bladder under all ordinary circumstances, 
and routine method treatment; not much 
because infection because the patients whose 


bladders were frequently washed out did not get 
well. 


add these other cases which have followed, 
general, the plan packing, drainage, 
and post-operative instrumentation: 


St. Luke’s Hospital. W., aetat sixty-seven, 1908. 
Transverse curved incision, convex forwards. Enu- 
cleation the gland. packing, drainage 
tube. Some urine through the penis two days, 
and more the fifth day. this case—done 
1908—I tried pass sounds, but could not 
get one into the bladder, and the failure demon- 
strated the inutility the sounds. 
irrigation was done. The man had control 
days, and had dribbling after twenty 
ays. 


St. Luke’s Hospital. T., aetat sixty-five, 1909. 
Median perineal incision. pack- 
ing, drainage tube, sounds, bladder irri- 
gation. Control ‘eight days. 


The Katherine Sanitarium, Santa Rosa. R., aetat 
sixty-five. Patient Dr. Cline, 1912. Median 
perineal incision, enucleation. 
bladder irrigaton, sounds. Bladder partially 
continent the third day; patient urinated the 
fifth day, colorless drainage the tenth day. 
the twelfth day, following stool, had hemor- 
rhage from the bladder, and then the wound re- 
quired packing. This was left for two days, 
and four days later was passing urine only 
the urethra. 

After the hemorrhage the patient informed Dr. 
Cline that had always bled considerably and 
long after any cut, that fair infer that 
had some degree hemophilia, and some slight 
injury, due the passage large stool, had 
produced excessive bleeding. 

After the hemorrhage was controlled, 
covery was without incident. 

find Basham, Wichita, Kansas, has written 


thus on this phase of the subject, in “The Medical 
Herald,”’ July, 1913: 


“If the drainage looks red it is well to remember that 
very small quantity blood will color large quan- 
tity water. 

“Most important of all, the bladder should not be irri- 
gated at all nor at any times during the convalescence. 
lt serves no good purpose to wash the clots out of the 
bladder. It is distinctly harmful and even dangerous to 
remove the protective coaguli from the mouths of the 
torn vessels and open up the field of operation and keep 
it open by passing a forceful current of water repeatedly 
through the bladder either from above or below. 

“I have now had a sufficient number of consecutive 
cases treated without post-operative irrigations to prove 
to my satisfaction that they are not only unnecessary 
to the welfare of the patient, but that they are actually 
productive of secondary hemorrhage and are, therefore, 
fraught with danger. 

“There is, as a rule, no need’ whatever to pass the 
sound.” 

Discussion. 


Dr. Krotoszyner: regards the differential 
diagnosis ordinary hypertrophy and cancer 
the prostate own experience has taught that 
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must not rely too much one even 
group clinical symptoms which apparently point 
malignancy. Excessive bleeding, various pares- 
thesias, especially pain radiating towards the lower 
extremities, severe dysuria, hard consistency and ir- 
regularity the shape and size the gland, 
marked cachexia: all these symptoms may either 
singly combination found ordinary 
hypertrophy. While true that, under certain 
conditions, pretty safe diagnosis cancer can 
made from the clinical observation, would, 
nevertheless, warn against overestimating the value 
clinical tests from differential diagnostic stand- 
point. recall, this connection, the case 
colored man whom had the opportunity ob- 
serve several years ago and whom, account 
excessive bleeding and various paresthesias, made 
the diagnosis cancer the prostate. The patient 
was operated upon Dr. Sherman the Uni- 
versity Hospital; the prostate was shelled out very 
easily one piece and presented the type 
benign hypertrophied gland. account the 
uncertainty the clinical diagnosis, Hugh Young 
Baltimore has lately developed the mid-operative 
diagnosis excised piece the gland. His 
statement, that rasping sound made the knife 
cutting through the prostate tissue, charac- 
teristic cancer seems worthy consid- 
eration. fully coincide with Dr. Sherman the 
stress which laid his paper upon the avoid- 
ance post-operative nstrumentation. Many years 
ago treated, conjunction with the late Dr. 
Goodfellow, man 72, whom the clinical 
diagnosis prostatic hypertrophy was made, which, 
though, after prostatectomy, accordance with 
the pathological report, had changed pros- 
tatic cancer. The patient made excellent con- 
valescence. About three weeks after the operation 
passed steel sound and hours later the 
patient had severe chill, several other and se- 
verer chills ensued and the patient died within five 
days under uremic symptoms, the condition prob- 
ably being due acute ascending renal infection. 
Since that time have never, the few perineal 
operations have done, introduced metal instru- 
ment. have followed the same routine 
supra-pubic prostatectomies, which now invariably 
perform, where let the wound heal expectant 
treatment. Dr. Sherman’s remarks upon the late 
Dr. Chismore’s abhorrence excessive bladder- 
washes have recalled mind many pleasant 
reminiscences this genial man and rare physician.

The patient 
was being operated Young for enlarged pros- 
tate; recognized nodule the posterior part 
the prostate which had excised and examined 
microscopically; the report was returned carci- 
noma and Young removed the prostate and bladder 
according his published methods. The operation 
impressed being exceedingly difficult and 
was performed him the most skilful manner. 

The one point above all that observed was 
absolute hemostasis. removed the prostatic 
urethra, bladder and prostate the trigone. 
then closed the bladder which anastomosed 
the membranous urethra. 


Dr. Sherman, closing discussion: The patient 
whom Dr. Krotoszyner referred have not in- 
cluded this list because had turned out 
the hospital for insubordination, and the final 
result was never known. The man had heen kept 
the hospital for some time before the opera- 
tion for observation Dr. Moffitt. The prostate 
slipped out with remarkable ease, and was not 
carcinomatous.

CASE LUDWIG’S ANGINA. 


Aetat 45. For twelve days 
sion St. Luke’s Hospital 1911 the patient had 
sore throat and painful deglutition. first 
continued work; later had stop, and still 
later had come the hospital because 
became quite unable swallow. Speech was dif- 
ficult, and dyspnea came on. 

admission his neck was swollen, more the 
left side, where the swelling extended from close 
the jaw quite down the sternum. The sur- 
face was not discolored, was firm ‘and smooth, and 
evidence fluctuation could detected. 
was not possible examine his throat, but his 
tongue was ‘not 

After admission the dyspnea increased, and 
incised the swollen neck. the swelling reached 
down the sternum made transverse collar 
incision just above the manubrium and clavicles, 
going through the deep fascia and then opening 
areolar planes hemostat dissection, but 
pus was found. incision was made 
the level the crico-thyroid membrane look 
again for pus and, none was found, permit 
laryngotomy. Fortunately pus was 
neath the left sterno-mastoid; was foul smelling, 
the bacillus coli communis was present, but 
the hospital record contains mention 
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examination. The abscess was tube-drained, and 
the wounds were both packed. There was im- 
mediate alleviation the symptoms, but the im- 
plication the pharyngeal muscles and the palate 
was shown regurgitation when attempts were 
made swallow. Improvement was interrupted 
the third day discharge blood-streaked 
pus from the mouth, and the seventh day the 


‘patient coughed slough from the throat and 


one also was removed from the wound the 
neck, this day could swallow some solid 
food, and convalescence was then uninterrupted. 


late bacteriological examination showed the 
presence the staphylococcus strep- 
tococci were found. 

Ludwig’s Angina condition which had 
become interested without seeing case it, and 
this patient came supply the needed example. 
diffuse cellulitis beneath the deep cervical 
fascia, due most instances the streptococcus, 
but may caused the pnemococcus the 
staphylococcus, complex kind mixed infec- 
tion. The infection atrium carious tooth, 
the middle ear the tonsil, and the first 
site the cellulitis may the sublingual 
space the floor the mouth—a sublingual 
phlegmon—or, more commonly, the first lesion 
may submaxillary bubo the lymph glands 
around the sub-maxillary salivary gland. From 
the sublingual phlegmon, the infection may spread 
back and down the pharynx, and also into the 


neck the space between the posterior edge 


the mylohyoid and the middle constrictor the 
pharynx. from the sub-maxillary bubo the 
infection may enter the mouth this same space, 
and then extend down.the pharynx. The infection 
does not travel the lymph channels, but 
continuity tissue, and travels rapidly. 

The infection does not once produce reac- 
tion the shape pus, but may too virulent 
and too rapid, and result calling out only 
serous exudate, while the areolar tissue and some- 
times the muscles become gangrenous. the pa- 
tient lives pus produced and accumulates under 
the tongue and beneath the deep cervical fascia. 
Externally woody induration produced with 
much swelling, that the tissues the neck 
fill the space quite level from the point the 
jaw the chest, and this may one side 
both sides, the condition extending around beneath 
the mandible from one side the other. The 
skin the neck usually not reddened, but 
tense over the underlying tissues. the process 
has begun the neck the course longer and not 
particularly dangerous until the sublingual tissues 
are affected; then the tongue lifted and pressed 
against the roof the mouth, and also swells; 
and so, the mandible cannot 
cause swollen neck, the patient 
speak nor swallow, while profuse salivation adds 
the distress. From the sublingual location the 
infection spreads down the pharynx, causing edema 
larynx septic pneumonia. the process be- 
gins the mouth, this end more quickly reached. 
this deeply situated lesion, openings not 
occur the surface, but occur the pharynx, 
and infection may reach the larynx without 
having passed through the mouth; or, beginning 
the neck, and failing open and discharge into 
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the mouth pharynx, the cellulitis may extend 
into the mediastinum and cause septic pneu- 
monia. The effect the patient that 
virulent septic infection, plus the interference with 
the function the parts involved,—speech, deglu- 
tition, respiration—plus, also, the infection 
larynx and lungs. Death may come few 
hours from overwhelming sepsis, later from in- 
terference with nutrition and more particularly res- 
piration (edema glottidis), later yet from septic 
pneumonia, and may even occur when the pa- 
tient seemingly convalescent, and then ap- 
parently heart failure. 

Thomas’s careful paper (An. Surg., 1908, 
169), reports 106 cases, observed 
ninety-two the swelling began external the 
mouth and pharynx, and sixty-one them 
was first noticed the sub-maxillary region. 

Incision this region, parallel the border 
the mandible, prime importance, though 
mesial incision from the jaw the hyoid quite 
through into the mouth has been advised and prac- 
tised; The incision must through the deep 
fascia pus. made early only serum 
may found, and gangrenous cellular tissue. 

After the supervention edema the larynx, 
tracheotomy will very doubtful value, the 
trachea would opened directly into infected 
area. 

There has been much discussion regarding the 
keeping the name “Ludwig’s Angina.” 1895 
Felix Simon, St. Thomas, London, claimed that 
acute edema the larynx—edematous laryngitis— 
erysipelas pharynx and larynx—phlegmon 
pharynx and larynx and angina ludovici, were all 
the same thing. This seems too 
sweeping statement, for laryngeal and pharyngeal 
infection may occur without the cellulitis, cel- 
lulitis may not lead the infection the larynx 
and pharynx. 

Thomas advises the keeping the name, 
indicating fairly well defined lesion, which 
said not rare experience would 
make it. 


THE EPIDEMIOLOGY AND CONTROL 
RABIES.* 


Director the Hygienic Laboratory the California 
State Board Health. 


Rabies serious and expensive disease which 
can easily prevented the communities in- 
volved. knowledge its epidemiology the 
only reasonable basis for determining the necessary 
preventive measures. 

Epidemics rabies display 
which are explained the characteristics the dis- 
ease shows the individual case. For one thing, 
there are prolonged cases chronic carriers 
harbor and spread the disease over 
riods time, rabies almost invariably fatal 
after illness from two ten days, usually

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five six. The diseased rule spreads 
the infection only during the few days evident 
symptoms, although there possibility trans- 
mitting the disease from two eight days earlier. 
From this would appear that epidemic could 
promptly and effectively suppressed the acute 
cases could controlled over period very 


weeks. This would true were not for 


another striking characteristic rabies—its long 
incubation period. interval complete absence 
symptoms occurs between the inoculation and the ap- 
pearance the disease. This interval seldom 
less than two weeks, usually from one three 
months, and rare instances six months over. 
The long incubation period separates succeeding 
generations the disease, leading the public 
feel that the outbreak confined the few early 
cases, when reality the disease may slumber- 
ing and preparing break out formidable 
epidemic. 

The third important characteristic rabies from 
the standpoint epidemiology its transmission 
only through inoculation, and 
through the bites the diseased animals. This means 
that the disease can absolutely interrupted 
period time determined the incubation pe- 
riod, the infected animals can prevented from 
biting. The method transmission the disease 
would not explain its perpetuation and extensive 
distribution tendency snap and bite were 
not early prominent symptom many the 
canine cases. 


These three characteristics rabies—the long in- 
cubation period, the short period infectivity ter- 
minated death, and the transmission bites 
only—permit rough prediction the course 
epidemic and the formation reasonable plan 
for the control the outbreak. more accurate 
prediction, however, can based the study 
previous epidemics whole. 

California are having unusual oppor- 
tunity for studying the epidemiology rabies. The 
disease few years ago made its first entrance into 
the state, and has appeared one community 
after another, showing its manner invasion and 
development previously uninvaded fields. The 
courses these initial epidemics show certain char- 
acteristics which permit generalization and are 
therefore worthy special attention. 

the accompanying chart the incidence 
cases months has been shown for several im- 
portant divisions California. The curves repre- 
sent laboratory examinations the heads ani- 
mals with resulting positive diagnoses rabies. 


The curves show only small part the total

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number cases the state. Certain portions 
California are omitted order avoid confusion 
from too much repetition. The chart, being based 
laboratory findings, does not show the large 
number rabid animals whose heads were not 
sent for laboratory diagnosis. considerable num- 
ber examinations have been made laboratories 
whose reports were not readily available for the 
entire period and were therefore not included. 
though the curves represent only small part 
the cases, the shapes the curves are neverthe- 
less probably fair indication the fluctuations 
the- epidemics. 


making these curves the statistics the fol- 
lowing laboratories were used: The Hygienic 
Laboratory the California State Board 
Health and the laboratories the Health Depart- 
ments Los Angeles, San Francisco, Sacramento, 
and Oakland. Small solid circles added the 
curves each represent one reported human death 
from rabies within the area under consideration, 
and during the month indicated the chart. 

few cases the disease were reported 
Southern California before the earliest dates shown 
the laboratory records. The curve representing 
Southern California begins September, 1909, and 
shows sharp rise November, representing 
chiefly cases Pasadena. The next two peaks 
the curve coincide with the prevalence the 
disease Los Angeles 1910. The peak 
January, 1911, was caused principally cases 
Riverside. Since then the disease Southern 
California has apparently become endemic, with 
decreased number cases animals and man. 
The moderate increase February and March 
1912 occurred Los Angeles. 


The second curve represents the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento valleys. The first case shown oc- 
curred December 1909 Stockton and rep- 
resents circumscribed outbreak which showed 
little tendency spread. January, 1911, cases 
were discovered the southern end the San 
Joaquin Valley. Apparently the sparsely settled 
mountainous region between the San Joaquin Val- 
ley and Southern California had greatly retarded 
the extension the disease northward spite 
the railroad traffic through this region. The dis- 
ease spread rapidly through the thickly populated 
farming country the east side the valley. 
The summit the curve January, 1912, rep- 
resents the height the disease Fresno, Kings 
and Tulare counties. The increase cases from 
August, 1912, March, 1913, was part due 
cases recently involved communities the 
northern end the San Joaquin Valley, but 
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largely the passage the epidemic northward 
into the Sacramento Valley, involving many towns 
and the City Sacramento. Now that the dis- 
ease had invaded the most populous portions 
both valleys, began decrease. This curve 
representing many communities much more grad- 
ual its changes than the curves representing sin- 
gle cities. 


October, 1911, the first case was discovered 
San Francisco. February the following 
year the epidemic developed suddenly and April 
reached its maximum. This excellent ex- 
ample the rapid spread disease region 
previously The fall was almost 
equally rapid and was undoubtedly 
fluenced the measures instituted the city 
against the disease. recrudenscence occurred 
year later. Since then the number cases has been 
small compared those neighboring commu- 
nities. 

San Francisco surrounded cities and towns, 
and there great deal travel between them. 
all sides but one the traveling done ferry 
and the egress dogs these directions there- 
fore less than there were 
The fourth curve shows how the disease spread 
the peninsula over the land boundary from San 
Francisco into San Mateo and Santa Clara coun- 
There was nothing prevent dogs from 
traveling this direction considerable num- 
bers, causing repeated invasions the disease and 
correspondingly early and sudden epidemic. ‘The 
peak the curve was reached May, 1912, and 
was due the involvement South San Fran- 
cisco, San Mateo, Palo Alto and the intervening 
country. The subsequent rises the curve repre- 
sent increases the disease the same region. 

all other directions from San Francisco the 
bay formed natural barrier and the disease was 
late getting start, although there was much 
travel over the ferries. Alameda County, with 
its population over 200,000 people, scattering 
cases appeared May, 1912, but for three months 
the disease showed little tendency reach epi- 
demic proportions spite the lack adequate 
attempts control. Suddenly, August, 1913, 
this mild outbreak took the proportions 
epidemic Oakland, and less extent Ber- 
The maximum was reached October. 
Vigorous steps were then taken, greatly aided 
the publicity given the situation the press, and 
the epidemic very suddenly decreased. The large 
number persons and valuable dogs bitten aroused 
public sentiment and made possible suppress 
the disease. needless say that the outbreak 
should have been anticipated and prevented, 
Oakland and Berkeley had the advantage ob- 
serving the experience San Francisco. 

The sixth and last curve our chart represents 
Marin and Sonoma counties, north San Fran- 
cisco Bay. ‘The disease did not get good start 
these counties until eight months after be- 
came prevalent the neighboring city San 
Francisco, although there constant travel over 
the ferries. The maximum cases was apparently 
reached December, 1912. 
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The cases human beings are coincident 
each area with the presence the disease among 
dogs. They represent part the toll exacted 
rabies from communities which permit the dis- 
ease exist. Other penalties are the subjection 
much larger number persons the ex- 
pense the Pasteur preventive treatment, and the 
loss valuable domestic animals, including horses, 
cows, pigs, goats and dogs. 


The California experience with rabies leads 
several generalizations regarding its epidemiology: 

When separate populous community in- 
vaded for the first time there are usually few 
scattered cases dogs, during period several 
months, followed sharp epidemic. sub- 
sidence this epidemic apt .to rapid, al- 
though less rapid than the rise. The fall the 
number cases partly due measures taken 
suppress the disease and partly tendency 
the epidemic spend itself. After the rapid 
fall, rabies usually becomes endemic the com- 
munity and the number cases small and 
fluctuates irregular way. 


The manner which epidemic rabies par- 
tially spends itself matter conjecture. Prob- 
ably this natural decrease the number cases 
depends upon the death through rabies con- 
siderable number those dogs which are most 
likely become infected owing unusual suscep- 
tibility, special vulnerability due lack 
skill fighting short hair, habits roaming 
the streets, and lack discretion approaching 
and attacking other dogs. Acquired immunity can 
scarcely play part, the disease when once 
developed fatal, and have reason 
suppose that immunity produced nature 
rare accidental inoculation virus too small 
amount produce symptoms. 


community contiguous heavily infected 
area, and freely communicating with it, apt 
plunged suddenly into epidemic without 
the preliminary scattering cases. probably 
due multiple invasion instead the entrance 
very few cases. 


ily infected area barrier, such mountain, 
body water, thinly populated region, 
even large number people and consider- 
able number dogs cross the barrier daily, may 
escape all but few scattered cases for many 
months, but apt ultimately have severe epi- 
demic. The spread the disease from Southern 
California over the mountains the San Joaquin 
Valley and from San Francisco across the bay 
Alameda County and Marin and Sonoma coun- 
ties furnishes examples. 


Areas made many separate commu- 
show more gradual rise and fall the 
aggregate number cases than single cities. 
Compare the curves for the San Joaquin and Sac- 
ramento valleys with those for San Francisco and 
Alameda County. 


The severe epidemics show predilection 
for hot and dry months, nor for any particular 
season. fact, the Los Angeles and San Fran- 
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cisco outbreaks reached their maxima March, 
cool season with abundant moisture. 


dogs almost sure result few human 
deaths. Note the deaths San Francisco and 
Southern California spite opportunity for 
receiving the Pasteur treatment, privately, with- 
out charge from the state. impossible bring 
all persons bitten under treatment. 


The spread epidemic rabies new 
territory slow and steady, the principal 
factor were the carrying the disease con- 
siderable number dogs traveling out from the 
edge the involved territory foot. While dogs 
the incubation period are taken times over 
long distances railroad, automobile, boat, 
this does not seem have been the chief method 
spread California. more dogs passing out 
the infected area, the better the chance that 
some them will the acute incubation 
stages rabies and that part these will have 
the disease the more dangerous furious type 
and will inoculate many animals. the prog- 
ress slow and steady illustrated the fact 
that took over century for rabies cross the 
continent the Pacific Coast, and over three years 
for the steady march the epidemic from the 
southern the northern end California. 


CONTROL. 


the California epidemic rabies was steady 
its spread that each community could anticipate 
its arrival, why were not the well-known and ef- 
fective measures control applied prevent the 
involvement the great central valleys and the 
large cities? true that the course the epi- 
demic was well known and was freely predicted 
the State Board Health, and advice was given 
regarding the best methods control. While this 
was helpful keeping down the number cases 
special communities, the effect the situation 
whole was slight. takes long get 
special action against disease our American 
towns and cities that the disease usually becomes 
established before taken, and the epi- 
demic only palliated, not prevented. too, 
the measures are usually applied half-hearted, 
ineffective manner which keeps down the number 
cases without stopping the outbreak. more 
successful the control the less apparent 
need for it, and public support the ac- 
tion the authorities becomes more difficult and 
less effective. ‘The usual experience California 
was, therefore, action until the disease ap- 
peared, much discussion and half-hearted action dur- 
ing the critical period when the early scattered 
cases were discovered, fairly effective control when 
the disease was its height, and relaxation 
effort soon the epidemic had diminished. Un- 
der even these circumstances the results would 
have been much better had not been for two fac- 
tors which acted specially prevent the eradica- 
tion the disease communities. the first 
place, measures were usually discontinued less 
than six months after the last known case, usually 
within few weeks. was due failure 
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the authorities and the public appreciate the 
full significance the long incubation period. 


The second these important factors that 
the attempts contro] involved areas small that 
even complete eradication the disease would 
followed reinvasion from the surrounding 
country. overcome this difficulty the State 
Legislature 1913 enacted law putting the di- 
rection the control rabies under the State 
Board Health and compelling local authorities 
carry out the provisions the act. rabies 
concerted action under the direction central 
authority. 

The methods which have been found 
efficient are essentially follows, and will found 
embodied the regulations the State Board 
Health: 


All cases rabies should promptly re- 
ported the local health authority for investiga- 
tion and action. 


Animals under suspicion having rabies and 
all dogs which bite human beings should taken 
and confined separately under observation for 
minimum period ten days. These animals 
should not left their homes they often 
bite the people who care for them, and not in- 
frequently escape. 


Dogs which have been bitten rabid ani- 
mals should killed their value not sufficient 
warrant their being immunized. Confining such 
animals under observation for two three weeks 
does not give protection, the incubation period 
usually longer than that and often several 
months duration. 


When persons have been bitten rabid ani- 
mals the wounds should cauterized once, 
preferably with nitric acid. Then the animal 
should captured and kept under observation for 
ten days. not good advice recommend the 
killing the dog that its brain can ex- 
amined. the dog killed and the microscopical 
examination negative, the diagnosis still 
doubt. the other hand, the dog kept 
alive provisional diagnosis can usually made 
within twenty-four forty-eight hours, 
the animal remains for ten days, rabies 
disproved. 

dog which has bitten person has been 
killed has. died under observation, the head 
should removed and sent municipal 
state laboratory for examination. The Hygienic 
Laboratory the California State Board Health 
from the beginning the epidemic 1909 
December 1913, made 758 examinations for ra- 
bies with positive results 613 cases. 

person has been bitten rabid ani- 
mal that the skin broken, the saliva 
rabid animal has entered fresh break the 
skin, the Pasteur preventive treatment should 
administered soon possible. Provision for this 
has been made California the State Board 
Health, which administers the treatment free 
eight laboratories. This treatment available 
persons who are unable pay the cost antirabic 
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treatment without undue hardship and who bring 
the recommendation the local health officer. Per- 
sons who aré able pay for the trtatment are 
expected procure from their physicians, who 
can purchase the virus from commercial biological 
laboratories. ‘The State Hygienic Laboratory has 
maufactured and administered treatment 322 
persons the seventeen months preceding Decem- 
ber 1913, and previous that time adminis- 
tered virus from the Hygienic Laboratory Wash- 
ington, C., 103 persons. The Cutter Lab- 
oratory kindly furnished the information that 
they had sold treatment for 207 persons Cali- 
fornia during the twelve and one-half months be- 
December 1913. When consider that 
other firms are selling virus California, can 
see that the number persons bitten animals 
known have rabies, suspected it, has been 
large. This indicates the necessity for adequate 
measures against the disease. 

the first appearance rabies com- 
munity measures should instituted protect the 
public and eradicate the disease. should 
include the destruction all ownerless dogs, dimi- 
nution the number dogs through 
tax, the muzzling all dogs free the streets, 
adequate facilities for taking up, impounding, iso- 
lating, observing and destroying dogs, investiga- 
tion all reported cases someone competent 
give advice regarding treatment and the destruc- 
tion animals which have been bitten, arrange- 
ment through the State Board Health for the 
institution measures neighboring areas, and, 
necessary, quarantine against dogs. 

closing, wish protest against the shooting 
dogs the street, except emergencies where 
there actual and immediate danger. With 
suitable provisions for pound, dog-catchers and 
wagons, there need for noise and disorder and 
bloodshed the suppression rabies. 

all cases the measures should based upon 
thorough knowledge rabies and its 
ogy, and special pains should taken spread 
such knowledge among the general public. 


POSITIVE READING MANOMETER 
FOR THERAPEUTIC PNEUMO- 
THORAX. 


EDWARD VON ADELUNG, D., Oakland. 


Artificial, therapeutic, pneumothorax cannot 
safely done without careful guidance the 
manometer. The reading this gauge prime 
importance. well known, the fluid the 
manometer constant motion because the in- 
trathoracic pressure constantly changing, due 
the patient’s breathing. Some operators record 
maximum readings, and some record minimum 
teadings. Both these figures vary more than 
the figure that represents the mean pressure. 
therefore here advocating the recording 
mean pressures more accurate. 

wish call attention simple attachment 
for the manometer, attachable any form 
manometer. Its use secures non-oscillating mean 
pressure registration. 

The device shown Figure 


capillary 
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tube fixed larger tube for protection, that 
pressures must reach the manometer through the 
small opening the capillary tube. This link 
(or any device that forces registration through 
minute aperture) placed one limb the di- 
vided tube leading the manometer shown 
Figure pinching off the rubber limb all 
pressures are forced through the link When 
pinched off the manometer will register the mean 
pressure, either positive negative, unobscured 
oscillations. 

The writer believes that the adoption this 
device. would render the records all workers 
uniform their meaning—something much de- 
sired. 


One unfamiliar with this device might imme- 
diately object that very undesirable 
away with the oscillations because they are the 
very thing needed for safe work, inasmuch 
free oscillations are the best indication that the 
needle the pleural space. The reply that 
all that necessary done obtain this in- 
formation leave open, when the usual os- 
cillations will occur. Thus both uses the man- 
ometer are readily available.

Ease reading, oscillations being abolished. 

Uniformity records, mean pressures only 
being recorded. 

Protection manometer against overflow 
when patient coughs strains.

Membership. The total number members 
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for whom paid assessments the California 
State Society was 622. The figures show that the 
Los Angeles Society has doubled its membership 
the last eight years. Our Society continues 
1913 the largest county medical unit the State 
California. 

While the number men who have been 
dropped for non-payment dues larger than 
would wish, the number is, after all, 
means construed excessive. There have 
also been number losses through transfers, 
resignations and deaths. 

was thought 1910, immediately after the 
our membership, because was believed that many 
new members entered that time simply par- 
ticipate the Los Angeles meeting 
festivities. 

Time has shown that this was error, and that 
the members whom have enrolled recent 
years, have largely been permanent character. 

over 600 members, that there should loss 
every year certain number members, be- 
cause this the experience almost all kinds 
social and other organizations. 

men neglect keep their financial obligations 
the Society, evidenced reference the 
bulletin boards social clubs, where large num- 
ber names are almost constantly posted for non- 
payment dues, etc.

from the standpoint dues.

antagonism, which exists greater lesser 
degree through the ignorance and bias medicine 
the State California. Because the 
creased expense these suits, was necessary for 
the State Society ask that $2.00 more given 
the future than the past into the State treas- 
ury.

Fellow Members the San Francisco County 
Medical Society: 

desire thank the Board Directors for the 
honor electing their presiding officer and 
President the Society. 

For eighteen years have taken active inter- 
est the affairs this Society, but even that did 
not bring personal knowledge the peculiar 
complaints members and non-members 
what the Society should and what should 
not do. desire emphasize the fact that the 


most peculiar complaints came from those who 
were members and who never attended meetings. 
have tried every way possible impress 
the members that the only way that errors the 
Society can corrected through the active par- 
ticipation those members the meetings and 
proceedings the Society. 


those members 
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the profession outside the Society, have taken 
every possible occasion bring home the fact that 
they could not dream correcting errors the 
Society unless they were members, and their 
participation the discussions and meetings cor- 
rect any deficiencies that they felt the profession 
San Francisco was suffering from. 


wish, furthermore, express appreciation 
the Board Directors for their unfailing support 
and assistance all acts that the President was 
called upon do. wish thank the members 
the Society for their uniform courtesy and their 
attention the meetings. must reiterate the 
statement that has been made for years, that the 
attendance the meetings the Society 
deplored; the members should show greater in- 
terest being present. 


When was elected the Presidency the 
Society, there were three subjects that required im- 
mediate attention, said the Board Di- 
rectors assuming office. 


The first was the question membership. 
felt that more liberal interpretation the re- 
quirements for membership should impressed 
upon the Committee, particularly regard 
medical men who were doing contract practice. 
was greatly supported attitude the re- 
port the Judicial Council the American 
Medical Association the last meeting the 
House Delegates, when the stand that had 
taken was expressed exactly the terms that 
had felt fundamental this question. 


The second subject was the amalgamation with 
university library; and feel that after many 
years argument and discussion, this question has 
been settled once and for all. The County Med- 
ical Society must keep itself free from any entangle- 
ment with any university. 


The third question was the proper housing 
the Society. has been understood for num- 
ber years that the present housing the Society 
was inadequate and disgrace the 
size and standing the San Francisco County 
Medical Society. After months effort—years 
plan was evolved which provided not 
alone for proper housing the Society its 
library, but the same time provided monument 
the medical profession the City and County 
that there was not the co-operative spirit the 
Society which allowed this plan matured. 
There the present time plan process 
maturation which may provide the Society with 
real home its own, not entangled with 
elaborate financial possibilities. sin- 
cerely hoped that within very short space time 
this Society will have decent home, where 
can hold its meetings and where its members may 
not: alone consult its library, but also meet 
social basis.

The rich love 
retinue liveried servants, and will not 
many years before the medical societies 
country will debating with the same earnestness 
that the London Medical Society year two ago 
debated, the question—Has the medical 
right enter the front door his wealthy client,

servants’ entrance? ‘These so-called professors are 
assuming stand the present time that when 
patient comes them and consultation sug- 
gested—and this patient suggests certain doctor 
who not among the elect—he told that “We 
only consult with Professor and So, Pro- 
fessor and So.” The feeling antipathy 
this spirit becoming widespread this country 
and had its culmination the spectacular display 
which occurred Chicago not many months ago.

surgeons the United States, especially ordained 
report goes—by imported high priest from 
Great Britain. There are’ some university profes- 
sors among them. Naturally, would not 
make too evident, but this undoubtedly the 
underlying motive this whole procedure. Fur- 
thermore, these great professors forget that the 
great advances medicine for ages have been 
made, not university professors, but men who 
were the active practice their profession. 
few have subsequently been made professors, but 
they were made professors for what they had done 
—they did not much after they became pro- 
fessors. must recognized that 
great deal the scientific work the country 
done hospitals that are not university hos- 
pitals, and the layman recognizes the fact more 
than the members the profession realize.

Now then, the young man who studies 
medicine enters the profession with high ideals; 
the course his years study sees these 
various practices; what can the effect? Com- 
plaint has been made that the Association 
American Medical Colleges requires hours 
medical jurisprudence. Why not devote some 
that time the teaching medical ethics, bearing 
mind that “example better than precept”? 

come then the general practitioner—the 
man who feels that must have living income, 
and who joins lodge and becomes the physician 
this organization. sees the rivalry going 
among the big men for appointments 
sors; sees the rivalry going among the great 
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men for large corporation appointments; sees 
the nasty politics going for appointments 
chiefs the various hospitals. you blame 
him angry when these same great men 
the profession make slurring remarks about his 
tactics trying make competency obtain- 
ing position physician society lodge? 
The principle the same clean through from the 
top the bottom. 


must now remember that there are great 
many men who have entanglements, alliance 
connections any these various directions, and 
they are the real backbone the medical profes- 


just the so-called bourgeois France 


the mainstay that country. The trouble 
that these men not their duty; not join 
their county medical society and act the balance 
power between these various 
tions. can persuade these men come in, 
and simply their presence lend dignity and 
tone the meetings the Society, going 
help the profession great deal. Furthermore, 
believe that more frequent social functions, bring- 
ing the men together spirit good fellow- 
ship will help wipe out great deal the 
misunderstanding the profession, the men 
top will observe Rule 
and not expect more the men down below than 
they are doing themselves, the medical profession 
will evolve from that time and can about 
the world and the community large and occupy 
the position which belongs profession which 
has the oldest and most honorable history the 
world.

Restricted our limited income, have had 
confine our efforts heretofore, the acquisi- 
tion the more important clinical journals and 
the completion their have not sub- 
scribed purely scientific journals, considering 
that these, more academic interest, should 
kept the two university libraries, particularly 
the Lane Library, which open the medical 
public, and whose files have, measure 
endeavored supplement rather than duplicate. 


The increased interest and increased frequency 
with which the library consulted show, think, 
that there room for two medical libraries 
San Francisco, one large academic one, the other 
centrally located and easily accessible, working 
library for the general practitioner. with 
this end view that have tried develop our 
collection books and journals.

REPORT THE MILK COMMISSION 
Mr. President and Members the Society: 


The Milk Commission the San Francisco 
County Medical Society has held meetings this 
year. 

Two new dairies been certified. 


The American Dairy Oakdale, California, 
was certified October 1912. After several 
months its counts increased steadily about 
our limit, 10,000 per c.c. The dairy changed 
management, and was found unsatisfactory con- 
dition individual visits three the Com- 
mission. effort was made have conditions 
improved under resident inspector from the Uni- 
versity California, but after ten days’ drill 
technic permanent improvement was found, and 
your Commission removed its certification August 
1913. This experience makes realize that the 
certified dairy must not only built satisfy 
our requirements, this dairy did the fullest 
degree, but must managed intelligent 
trained dairyman, such the University and 
the State Farm Davis are able supply. 
inexperienced man much out place 
certified dairy inexperienced nurse would 
modern operating room. floors and 
enameled furnishings mean little unless each step 
technic understood and executed. 

December 1912 the Peacock Dairy Bixler 
was certified. This dairy had built its barn with- 
out consulting our experts, and had imported 
tuberculin tested herd Holstein cattle from 
Wisconsin. The herd was remarkably free from 
tuberculosis our first test, and with certain 
modifications accepted the plant and certified 
the dairy. The milking machine was 
Theoretically, this should obviate bacterial invasion 
milk. Practically, were convinced that 
did not, time did this milk run low 
the other certified dairies. The fat content the 
milk—due the Holstein herd—was seldom 3.5 
and ranged most the time below 3.3, which 
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the requirement for city milk. our suggestion 
add some Jerseys the herd—and in- 
crease the fat content—was not taken, became 
the duty the Commission withdraw 
certification July 20, 1913. 

The San Ramon Dairy Walnut Creek has 
been sending certified milk Oakland for some 
months, and was certified your Commission 
August 28, 1913. This dairy managed the 
owner. 

Certified milk from our dairies 
Sacramento, Suisun, Vallejo, San Jose, San Mateo, 
the whole Marin County, and carried the 
Southern Pacific System and Ferry boats—250 
quarts day. 


Our producers are the Sleepy Hollow Ranch 
San Anselmo, the Timm and Hutton dairies 
Dixon, and the San Ramon Dairy Walnut 
Creek. January 1913 3170 quarts certified 
milk were sold daily San Francisco they 
are now selling 3659 quarts day, gain 489 
quarts for the year. 

seems the Commission that this not the 
type growth product certified society the 
size ours should have. expect send you 
more data about the milk monthly during this next 
year, and wish secure your support for product 
whose standard kept the steady interest 
your Commission. Under the growing prevalence 
Pasteurization the city’s supply com- 
mercial milk, are rapidly reaching the condition 
New York, where the only unpasteurized milk 
certified milk. 

During the year have kept inspector 
the local field who .visits all distributing stations 
and examines milk wagons, and watches the 
handling certified milk the city. Acting 
her reports repeated abuses, have refused 
allow the Crystal Creamery handle certified 
milk all, and have notified our producers 
that effect. 

Our relation the University California has 
changed during the year. the rearranging 
the Department under Dean Hunt, 
ruling preventing appointees that department 
from earning money the outside was made. 
The University has taken over the work ex- 
perting the milk, furnishing the veterinary exami- 
nation well the chemical and bacteriological 
monthly examinations. Recorder’s Office col- 
lects the bills for this work and renders 
quarterly financial report the same. ar- 
rangement effect for year from July 1913. 

The President the Commission attended the 
annual meeting the Medical Milk Commissions 
the United States Minneapolis, dele- 
gate from the Alameda and San Francisco County 
Medical Milk Commissions. Emphasis the care 
milk the home was made the Rochester, 
Y., Commission, who had found over 50% 
refrigerators inadequate holding milk below 50°, 
and many them far from sanitary. 

The value certified milk infant feeding has 
again this year been proven the foundling babies 
the city. death rate 3.2% theirs against 
for the city. These babies are uniformly fed 
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modified certified milk, and are all under 
years age. Two hundred and forty were cared 
for this past year. The Commission regards itself 
demonstration the advantage clean milk 
basis for infant feeding, for the vital statistics 
large group cannot refuted. 

closing, your Commission wishes urge your 
co-operation its efforts promote the under- 
standing and appreciation its work for public 
health securing and upholding certified milk for 
our San Francisco market.

The educated dentist fully qualified deal 
with all surgical diseases and injuries the mouth 
and jaws, and much better advantage from every 
standpoint than the general surgeon reason 
his more intimate knowledge the parts in- 
volved; the diseases and injuries which they are 
subject, and his higher degree skill oral 
manipulations. 

The book certain way disappointment 
from the fact that one led from the title—a 
pretentious one—to look for more less ex- 
haustive treatise upon the subject which treats. 
The work divided into two parts, General Sur- 
gery and Oral Surgerv, followed Appendix 
composed quiz questions upon the text. 

Part General Surgery, contains pages, 
which altogether too limited space give 
great and important subject the Principles 
Surgery. would suggest that second 
edition this subject considerably elaborated for 
the benefit dental students the book 
adopted our dental colleges. 

Part Oral Surgery, much more elaborately 
worked out (335 pages) but could with advantage 
considerably elaborated. Brevity sometimes 
the soul wit, but this other respects much 
desired feature can carried too far pre- 
paring text-book. believe the book would 
greatly improved the above suggestions could 
carried out. 

The Appendix (24 pages) devoted series 
quiz questions, the value which doubtful. 

The author has written from the standpoint 
the general surgeon and not from the vantage 
ground the dentist, consequently occasionally 
falls into error. Not many dentists will for in- 
stance agree with the following: “During extrac- 
tion teeth many accidents occur requiring the 
services surgeon. Fractures the mandible 
portion the maxilla may occur 
requiring replacement wiring. Slipping forceps 
excavators may perforate important structures 
and injure artery nerve, resulting danger- 
ous complications,” etc. The extraction. teeth 
the average dentist very rarely, practically 
never, attended such accidents, and such 
should occur the services surgeon would not 
required any dentist worthy the name. 
only the hands quacks and incompetents 
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that such accidents can all common these 
operations.

statement in. his preface “that the disease the 
result constitutional and exciting causes which 
lower the vital resistance the alveolar process, 
gum and peridental membrane.” Also that this af- 
fection responsible for many diseases remote 
organs such the eye, the ear, the tonsils, the 
throat, the heart, etc., due septic infection 
through the lymph channels and the general circu- 
lation. 

stand aghast, however, when Chapter 
enumerates eleven varieties the disease. 
There confusion enough already the literature 
upon the etiology and diagnosis this disease, but 
this array special varieties pyorrhea alveolaris 
increases the confusion and renders “confusion 
worse confounded.” 

The author would have believe, seemingly, 
that nearly all inflammatory diseases the oral 
cavity which result the formation pus are 
forms pyorrhea alveolaris, and does not seem 
able distinguish between this disease and 
the common varieties gingivitis and stomatitis, 
the results systemic and local conditions. 

Pyorrhea alveolaris, so-called, disease which 
attacks the alveolar process, the peridental mem- 
brane and the gum, and progressive affection 
due lowered vital resistance these tissues, 
brought about constitutional conditions, among 
the most frequent which may named 
metabolism and faulty elimination. 

the treatment these many, so-called, varie- 
ties the disease classified the author, the 
prominent and central thought the employment 
autogenous vaccines, which recommends 
all cases conjunction with constitutional treat- 
ment, regulated diet, and the ordinary local treat- 
ment cleansing the mouth, scaling the concre- 


tions when present, and antiseptic astringent 


mouth washes both. 

Several the varieties enumerated pyorrhea 
alveolaris are simple cases gingivitis and 
stomatitis, due passing constitutional disturbances 
local irritants various kinds, and which are 
readily amenable simple treatment, such clear- 
ing the bowels and the removal local irritants, 
the cleansing the mouth and teeth and the 
application 25% solution iodine glycerole 
the inflamed tissues. 

The tendency many pyorrhea specialists 
magnify every little inflammatory affection the 
oral cavity accompanied pus into form 
pyorrhea alveolaris great mistake. True 
disease some believe, and the sooner this 
realized and corrected the better will for the 
honor and good name the dental specialist. 

The making and employment autogenous vac- 
cines should not undertaken anyone who 
has not received special and careful training 
bacteriology and serum therapy. vaccines are 
used they should employed under the direction 
and supervision specialist serum therapy. 
The opsonic index should taken every case 
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treated, and this examination repeated 
after each dose the vaccine, this the only 
safe and reliable niethod ascertaining the effect 
the previous dose and whether the dose needs 
increased diminished establish the 
positive phase the opsonic index.

English, Latin and, the ordinary terminology— 
are arranged parallel columns, that all can 
commanded glance. This combination 
makes very convenient for those who desire 
perfect themselves this subject. 

recent review the American Edition

writer made certain criticisms and laudatory com- 
ments, the paucity and character the illus- 
trations, and character the work.

BOUILLON CUBES NOT CONCENTRATED 
MEAT ESSENCE. 


The belief many people that bouillon cubes 
are concentrated meat essence and high nutri- 
tive value, has been shattered recently issued 
bulletin the Department Agriculture which 
says, that while they are valuable stimulants 
flavoring agents they have little real food 
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value and are relatively expensive comparison 
with home-made broths and soups. This bulletin 
(No. 27) compares the contents and food value 
bouillon cubes with meat extracts and home- 
made preparations meat. 

The ordinary commercial bouillon cubes, accord- 
ing this bulletin, consist from table 
salt. they range price from cents 
ounce, purchasers these cubes are buying 
salt high price. The cubes contain small 
amount protein (muscle-building material) 
addition their stimulating properties, and the 
makers most the cubes make advertised 
claim that they are concentrated beef broth 
essence. However, many housewives believe that 
they are and that they possess high nutritive 
value, especially for invalids. This not the case. 
The fact that the cubes sell for from cents 
each, and each cube makes broth, mis- 
leads the housewife into believing that she 
securing meat extract cheaply when really she 
buying expensive form. 


According analyses these cubes, besides 
the common salt which constitutes from 
72% the total weight, the amount meat 
extract ranges from the poorest brands 
but 28% the very best. The third important 
ingredient plant vegetable extract which 
constitutes from 30%. This plant extract 
useful because its flavoring properties but has 
slight, any, nutritive value.

ness-cure quack legion. Some carry alleged 
cure for deafness some sell 
the mail-order plan their worthless “course 
treatment,” while still others, and these probably 
are the majority, dispose of, exorbitant 
price, devices that are trivial, worthless and often 
dangerous. The following are some “deafness- 
cure” concerns: Dr. Grains Company (for- 
merly Dr. Guy Clifford Powell), Chicago; Dr. 
Edward Gardner, New York City; George 
Way, Detroit, Michigan, and George Wilson, 
Louisville, Ky. (Jour. Nov. 1913, 
1645). 

The Friedmann Cure.—After studying the cases 
inoculated Dr. Friedmann Montreal, Ottawa, 
Toronto and London, Ontario, committee the 
Canadian Association for the Prevention Tuber- 
culosis has reported unfavorably the treatment 
(Jour. A., Nov. 1913, 1648). 


Trypsogen.—Besides exploiting clay poultice, 
“Antithermoline,” the Carnrick Company 
appears chiefly concerned the promotion 
“internal secretion” specialties. Thus markets 
the diabetes remedy, “Trypsogen” tablets, said 
contain “the enzyme the islands Langerhans 
with the tryptic and amylolytic ferments the 
pancreas” along with gold bromid and arsenic 
bromid; Secretogen Elixir, said “prepared 
from gastric secretin obtained from the pyloric 
antrum and pancreatic secretin from the duodenum, 
combined with the enzymes the peptic glands, 
and one-twentieth one per cent. Secreto- 
gen Tablets, said “prepared from prosecretin 
and succus entericus obtained from the epithelial 
cells the duodenum, combined with pancreatic 
extract”; Kinazyme, preparation extract 
spleen, reinforced with trypsin, amylopsin and cal- 
cium lactate.” While great claims have been made 
for Trypsogen and while has been most widely 
advertised the opinion the most eminent 
students the question that pancreas not 
efficacious diabetes. Trypsogen should con- 
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sidered unscientific shot-gun mixture. 
When the Council Pharmacy and Chemistry 
paid less attention the therapeutic worth 
proprietary preparation, both Antithermoline and 
Trypsogen were admitted New and Nonofficial 
Remedies. They were dropped some years ago, 
when the Council revised its rules (Jour. 
A., Nov. 1913, 1649). 


Radio-Active naturally occurring 
waters, even rain water, are 
active. While the waters Hot Springs, Ark., 
have been investigated the Department the 
Interior, this information has been suppressed “for 
administrative reasons.” stated only that the 
waters are “radio-active marked degree,” 
statement which might have emanated from 
patent medicine manufacturer (Jour. 
Nov. 1913, 1649). 


Names.—Claiming that physicians 
demand that they with pill for every 
most pharmaceutical houses supply “Pills 
Gonorrhea,” “Pills Spermatorrhea,” “Pills Leukor- 
rhea,” “Pills Dysmenorrhea,” etc. .Therapeutically 
suggestive names for medicines lead thoughtless 
use physicians and counter-prescribing 
druggists. That the use therapeutic titles not 
economic necessity illustrated the fact 
that Squibb Sons are discarding such 
titles (Jour. A., Nov. 1913, 1650). 


Mouth Washes.—Recent investigations seem 
show that adherence mucin caused decay the 
teeth. So-called antiseptic mouth and 
alkaline washes not remove this mucin and 
therefore not prevent decay teeth. 
The vegetable acids, such fruit juices and diluted 
vinegar, are the most successful agents for the 
removal mucin (Jour. A., Nov. 1913, 
1718). 


Pennyroyal, Tansy and other “Emmenagogue 
examination the oils Pennyroyal, 
tansy, savin, rue, thyme, turpentine apiol 
proves that they have specific directly 
stimulating action whatever the uterine muscles; 
the contrary they prohibit the contraction 
the uterus and even paralyze it. these oils 
exhibit any emmenagogue abortifacient action 
poisoning gastro-intestinal irritation and not 
any specific action accord with the intent for 
which they are sometimes administered (Jour. 
A., Nov. 1913, 1725). 


Mouth Washes.—Such polypharmacy rep- 
resented the complex solutions, official and 
proprietary, used mouth washes 
them the value useful ingredients obscured 
the useless shrubbery which surround them. 
dash this and dash that these mouth 
washes gargles simply playing the galleries 
(Jour. A., Nov. 15, 1913, 1812). 


The action Atophan.—It has been recognized 
that the administration Atophan increased the 
elimination acid and that there was 
possibility that greater production uric acid 
induced the drug—a result which would 
encourage its use therapy. Recent in- 
vestigations, however, favor the view that the drug 
merely stimulates the kidneys abstract from the 
blood greater quantity the purin end-product 
than normally would (Jour. A., Nov. 15, 
1913, 1818). 


Baughn’s Pellagra booklet. issued 
for Baughn’s Pellagra Remedy, American Com- 
pounding Co., Jasper, Alabama, suggests symptoms 
all kinds indication pellagra. you 
have any these, the inference that the-“grim 
spector,” pellagra, has you its grasp! Horror 
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piled horror the most approved “patent 
medicine” style, reaching grand climax 
description “the last stages” and closing with 
the peroration: “And the last stage, till now—the 
MAD HOUSE and DEATH.” the exploitation 
this nostrum interferred with the attempts 
health officers eradicate pellagra Alabama, 
was analyzed the Chemical Laboratory. 
The nostrum comes two forms, capsules and 
powder for external use. The capsules were found 
contain charcoal, basic iron sulphate and little 
quinine. The powder was composed common 
salt and basic iron sulphate (Jour. A., Nov. 
15, 1913, 1828).

“original article,” the Army and Navy Medical 
Record—a fraudulent publication that offered its 
editorial pages for sale. Physicians are now re- 
ceiving from the Waterbury Chemical Company, 
reprint what purports editorial from 
the Army and Navy Medical Record, entitled “One 
America’s Most Valuable Preparations.” The 
preparation, course, “Waterbury’s Com- 
pound” (Jour. A., Nov. 15, 1913, 1830). 


Sensitized Virus-Vaccine.—Besredka asserts that 
the injection living germs sensitized certain 
ways produces more substantial immunity and 
greater production antibodies than the injection 
germs killed heat other ways. apes 
sensitized typhoid bacilli gave absolute protection, 
causing fever and reaction, 
bacilli failed protect adequately. result 
these experiments number “sensitized virus- 
vaccines” have been prepared and the antirabic 
vaccine used France now sensitized virus. 
Before the employment the sensitized typhoid 
virus-vaccine can considered, 
must produced that there danger pro- 
ducing typhoid carriers and that this vaccine gives 
any better protection than the vaccines now 
use. Similar objections hold against other vaccines 
this kind and present the obstacle the use 
such living germs for protective purposes would 
seem quite impassable (Jour. A., Nov. 
15, 1913, 1814).

der the claim that dieting and exercise are 
necessary, but the directions for which recom- 
mends moderation diet and free exercise. Ex- 
amination the Chemical Laboratary 
showed the nostrum consist tablets, each con- 
taining about grains boric acid, along with corn 
starch and milk sugar. evident that Berledets 
will cure obesity only seriously interfering with 
digestion (Jour.

The report the Public Health Serv- 
ice commercial disinfectants having shown Vero- 
form have phenol co-efficient 
but 0.43, the manufacturers the preparation were 
asked present evidence justify the term 
the name and the claim that 
has more bactericidal effect than phenol. the 
Veroform Co. produced evidence substan- 
tiate the questioned claims, the Council Phar- 
macy and Chemistry voted omit the preparation 
from New and Nonofficial Remedies (Jour. 
A., Nov. 22, 1913, 1920). 


Pulmonol.—Pulmonol consumption “cure” 
put out the Pulmonol Chemical Co., New York. 
always the case consumption “cures,” the 
testimonials issued may divided into two 
classes, those who really had tuberculosis and 
those who did not have it. Investigation some 
the testimonials given some time ago, generally 
show that those who relied the nostrum are 
dead while those who got well never had tubercu- 
losis. Examination the Chemical 
Laboratory indicated that each fluid ounce Pul- 
monol was approximately equivalent gr. 
potassium guaiacol sulphonate, gr. sodium 
benzoate and 1-24 gr. strychnine sulphate (Jour. 
Nov. 29, 1913, 1998).
